No. 2 (4)|BIFR|86.—In exercise ol the powers 
conferred on it by section 13 of the Sick Industrial 
Companies (Special Provisions! Act, 1985 (1 of 
1986) and all other powers en^ling it in this behalf, 
,the Board for Industrial and financial Reconstruc¬ 
tion hereby makes the following regulations, namely : 

CHAPTER T 
GENERA!. 

L Short title and oommenoement.—(1) These re¬ 
gulations may he called, the Board for Industrial and 
Financial Reconstrucri^i Regulations, 1987. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Interpreta^lion.—(l).The General Clauses AcU 
1897 (10 of 1897) shall apply to the interpretation 
of these regulations: 

(2) Words and expressions used but not defined in 
these regulations, in the Act, in the Companies Act, 
1956 (J of 1956) and in the Industries (Develop¬ 
ment and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951) shall 
have the meanings, if any, respecti'-ely assigned to 
them in the General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897). 

3. Definitions.—In these regulations, unless the 
context othenvise requires :— 

(a) ‘‘Act'’ means the Sick Industrial Companies 
(Special Provisions) Act, 1985 (1 of 1986): 

(b) “Board” means the Board for Industrial and 
Financial Recon^nitcion established under vSection 
4 and includes, where the context so requires, a Bench 
exercising the jurisdiction, powers and authority of 
the Board: 

(c) ”Bcnch” means a Bench of the Board constirut- 
ed under sub-section (2) of section 12! 


(d) “'Chairman” means the Chairman cf the Board 
appointed under section 4; 

(c) "informant” means the person making a refe¬ 
rence to the Board on behalf of the sick industrial 
company under sub-section (1) of section 15 or on 
behalf of the Central Government, the Reserve Bank, 
a State Government, a public financial institution, a 
State-level insf.itution, or ^as the case may be, a sche¬ 
duled bank under sub-section (2) of section 15; 

(f) "Member” means a Member of the Board: 

(g) Operating agency” means any public financial 
insiituiion, as may be specified by general or special 
order, as its agency, by the Board; 

(1)) "Persons interested” includes a sick industrial 
company, a transferee industrial company within the 
meaning of clause (c) of sub-section (1) of section 
18, any other industrial company concerned in the 
amalgamation, any shareholder, any creditor or em¬ 
ployee of such industrial companies; 

ri) "Registrar” means an officer appointed by the 
Lliaiiman as the Registrar and includes any officer to 
whom powers and functions of the Registrar have 
been entrusted by the Secretary and such other per¬ 
son who is for the time being discharging the func¬ 
tions of the Registrar; 

ij) Reference to "Gourd', while applying the pro¬ 
visions of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (5 of 
1908); shall be understood to refer to the Board and 
similarly reference to ‘'Plaintiff' or “Dcfcndent” shall 
be understood to refer to appropriate parties before 
the Board 

(k) Reference to "suits or petitions”, while apply- 
inc the provisions of the Code of Civil Procedure 
1908 (5 of 1908), shall be understood to refer to ap¬ 
propriate proceedings under the Act; 

(l) "Secretary'’ means a vSccretary to the Board ap- 
poinfcd by the Central Government under sub-section 
(11 of section 8. 

(m) "Section” means a section of the Act. 
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BOARD’S OFFICE 

4. (1 ) The Central OfBce of the Board shall he at 
Delhi. 

(2) The Central Offiee of the Board shall be open 
at such times, as the Chairman may direct. 

LANGUAGE OF ™E BOARD 

5. The proceedings of the Board shall he conducted 
in English or Hindi. 

6 . No reference, application, representation, do¬ 
cument or other matter contained in any language 
other than English or Hindi shall be accepted by the 
Board, unless the same is accompanied by a true 
translation thereof in English or Hindi. 

FILING OF REFERENCES, LETTERS, ETC. 

7. All references, letters, replies, rejoinders, docu¬ 
ments or papers required to be filed before or sub¬ 
mitted to tile Board shall be written, or as the case 
may be, typewritten, cych^stylcd or printed neatly, 
and legibly on one side of the foolscap size paper, in 
double space, provided tha^r true copies of documents 
prepared by any other mechanical or chemical pro¬ 
cess, including photcK^^hying may be filed or sub¬ 
mitted. 

HOLIDAY 

8 . Where the last day for doing any act falls on a 
day on which the office of the Board is closed and 
by reason thereof, ^the act cannot be done on that 
dav, it may be done on the next day on which that 
office is open. 

ADJOURNMENTS 

The Board may, if sufficient cause is shown, at 
any stage of any inquiry or proceeding, grant time ,to 
the parlies or in any of them and may from time to 
time adjourn the inquiry or hearing of the proceed¬ 
ings. 

EX-PARJ^E PROCEEDINGS 

10. Where tm the day fixed for hearing, anv of the 
parties does not appear, the proceedings, unless ad¬ 
journed by the Board, shall continue in the absence 
of the party not so appearing. 

EXTENSION OR ABRIDGEMENT OF TIME 

11. Subject to the provisions of the Act, the time 
prescribed bv these regulations or by an order of the 
Board, for doing anv ;— 

fa) mav be extended by on order of the Board 
fwhether it has already e^ff^R-cd or not) or: 

''b) may be abridged by an order of the Board, 
after giving notice to the concerned parties, 

EFFECT OF NON-COMPLIANCE AND APPLI¬ 
CATION OF CODE OF cr\TT. PROCEDURE 

12. (1) Failure to comply with any requirement of 
these regulations shall not invalidate the Droccedintr 
merely bv reason of such failure, unless the Board is 
of the view that such failure has resulted in miscarri¬ 
age of jastice; 


(2j Siibjecl to tJie provisions of sub-scction (3) of 
scciion 13, vvhere no specific piwision has been 
made in these regulations, the Code of Civil Proce¬ 
dure, 1908 (5 of 1908), to the extent as may be 
deemed expedient by the Board, shall apply to the 
proceeding, 

SERVICE OF NOTICES OR OTHER DOCUMENIS 

J3. (1) Every notice or other doculbent requited to 
be served on or delivered to any person may be sent 
by regislercd p('>st addressed to the person or his 
agent empowered to accep' service at the address 
lurnished by him for service or at the place where the 
person or his agent (udinarily resides or carries on 
business o personally works for gain, and every notiex' 
or otlier document required to be delivered to or filed 
with the Secretary, may be delivered at the office of 
the Board or sent bv registered post to the Secretary 
at the office of the Board. An acknowledgement pur¬ 
porting to be signed by the person or the agent or an 
endfirscmcnt by a postal employee that the person or 
the agent has refused to take delivery may he deemed 
by the Board to be prima fjjcic proof of service and 
section 27 of ,the General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 
1897) shall apply. 

(2) Any notice or other document required to be 
ser\ ed on or delivered to a company may be sent to 
the Chairman, Managing Director, Secretary, Man¬ 
ager or other principal officer of Ahe company at the 
registered office of the company, by registered post or 
by leaving it at its registered office. 

(3) Every notice or other document required to be 
served on the Central Government or, as the case 
may bo, the State Government, shall be addressed and 
sent to the Secretary c^f the appropriate Ministry or 
Department and shall he served in the manner speci¬ 
fied in sub-regulation (!) of this regulation . 

MEETINGS OF THE BOARD 

14, (1) TTie Board may meet at such times and 
places, for conduct of its business, as may think fit 
provided that in the absence of a decision of the 
Board to the contrary, the Chairman shall decide the 
Time and place for |the sittings of the Board. 

(2) A minimum number of three Members per¬ 
sonally present at a meeting of the Board shal* be 
the quorum for that meeting of the Board. 

(3) In the case of difference of opinion among 
!he Members of the Board, the opinion of the majo¬ 
rity of the Members present at the meeting shall pre¬ 
vail and orders of the Board shall be expressed in 
terms of the views of the majority. Any Member dis¬ 
senting from the majority view may record his reasons 
separaiely. If the Members arc evenly divided in their 
opinions, the Chairman .shall have a second or casting 
vote. 

(4) The proceedings of each meeting cif the Board 
shall be signed and ^aled by the Chairman, or in his 
absence, by the Member presiding over the meeting 
as soon as may be, after the conclusion of the meet¬ 
ing and the proceedings so signed shall be conclusivq; 
evidence of the proceedings recorded therein.

Explanation ^—This regulation shall not apply to 
a Bench, sitting as a Bench. 

AUIHENTICATION AND COMMUNICATION 
OF ORDERS OF THE BOARD 

15. (1) All orders and decisions of the Board shall 
be authenticated by the signature of the Chainnan 
or any other Member, or the Secretary, or any other 
olficcr empowered in this behalf by jhe Chairman, and 
bear the official seal of the Board. 

(2) Every order of the Board shall be communi¬ 
cated under the signature of the Secretary or any other 
officer of the Board duly empowered by the Secretary, 
in this behalf. 

BENCHES 

16. (1) Each Bench shall consist of not less than 
two Members, The Chairman of the Board shall by 
order constitute such number of Benches, as he may 
deem fit. The order, so made, shall specify the cases 
to be dealt with by the respective Benches, provided 
that the Chairman may constitute, as and when deem¬ 
ed a Bench for dealing with a particular case or 
batch of cases. The Chairman may also transfer a 
case from one Bench to another. 

(2) The places, at which the Benches shall sit, shall 
be such as the Chairman may, by order, specify. 

(3) Subject to the other provisions of these regu¬ 
lations, every order made or act done by a Bench 
in exercise of its powers shall be deemed to be the 
order or act, as the case may be, of the Board. 

(4) There shall be a separate official seal indi¬ 
cating that it is the seal of a Bench of the Board and 
such Bench shall be provided with a seal which shah 
also indicate the Bench to which it relates. 

(5) Each such seal shall be kept under the custody 
of the Registrar and shall be used under his directions. 

(6) Every order, communication, or notice issued 
or certified copy granted by any Bench shall be 
stamped with the seal of the^ Bench and shall be 
authenticated by the Registrar. 

(7) The Registrar shall have the custody of the 
records of the Bench. 

(8) The Registrar shall discharge such other func¬ 
tions, as are entrusted to him by the Secretary. 

PUBLICATION OF ORDERS 

17. Such of the orders of the Board, as arc deemed 
fit for publication in any authoritative report or the 
Press, may be released for such publication on such 
terms and conditions, as the Chairman may specify. 

POWER TO REMOVE DIFFICULTIES 

18. If any difficulty arises in giving effect to any 
of the provisions of these regulations, the Board may, 
by general or special order, do anything, not being 
inconsistent with the provisions of the Act, which 
appears to it to be necessary or expedient for the 
purpose of removing the difficulty.

(4) On receipt of a reference, the Secretary, or as 
the case may be, the Registrar shall endorse on each 
reference, the date on which it is filed or received in 
the office of the Board and shall sigh the endorsement. 

C5) If on scrutiny, the reference is found to be 
defective and the defect noticed is formal in character, 
the Secretary, or as the case may be, the Registrar, 
may allow the concerned informant to rectify the 
defect, within such time, as he may deem reasonable. 

(6) If, on scrutiny, the reference is found to be in 
order, it shall be duly registered, assigned a serial 
number and put up before the concerned Bench. 

(7) If the informant fails to rectify the defect 
within the time allowed under sub-regulation (5), the 
Secretary, or as the case may be, the Registrar, may, 
by order decline to register the reference. The 
reference, so declined to be registered, shall be 
deemed not to have been made. 

(8) (1) An appeal against the order of the Regis¬ 
trar dipclining to register a rcTerenpe shall be made 
by the aggrieved person to the Secretary within fifteen 
days of communication to him of such! on order. 

(2) An appeal against the order of the Secretary 
declining to register a reference shall be made by the 
aggrieved person to the Chairman within fifteen days 
of communication to him of such an order and the 
Chairman s decision thereon shall bo final. 

CHAPTE in 

GENERAL PROVISIONS REGARDING 
ENOUIRIES

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(3) The Board may call the iiiformant, the Board 
of Directors of the industrial company, or theii 
authorised representative, if any, any Government 
ollicial or any other person for such discussion, as it 
may consider necessary, in connection with the 
matters under consideration. 

(4J The Board may visit any establishment, includ- 
inj^ that of the informant, as it may consider necessary 
and hold discussions with the representative of the 
informant, if in the opinion of the Board, such visits 
and discussions may be expedient in the interest of 
proper determination matters under consideration. 

(5) The Board may depirje such of its ofTicers and 
staff to such places to meet such persons, as it may 
deem appropriate, for investigating and discussing 
matters under its consideration and call for report's 
from them. 

( 6 ) The informant, the concerned industrial com’ 
puny when U is not the informant, and other interested 
persons, who have sent their comments or suggestions 
to the Board, and expressed the desire that thev 
would like to be heard and whom the Board may 
determine to hear shall be intimated about the da:c 
of hearing. The persons who have sent their com- 
mentii^ or suggestions and intimation that they would 
like to participate in the hearing shall file with Ihe 
Board, not Jess than 10 days before vhe date of 
hearing, a written statement containing the gist of 
the submissions thav they would like to make at the 
hearing, 

( 7 ) V/here there arc a large number of persons 
liavjng common interest, the persons having common 
interest may select one or more persons for appearing 
in the proceedings on their behalf or for fheir benefit ; 

ITovidcd that imimation in this rt:gard sha]] be 
sent to the Board within ■,he liine urescribed 
in .sub-regulation H) of this rcgulat'on. 

( 8 ) The Board shall hear the persons to whom an 
intimation of hearing has been sent and present 
themselves for hearing. 

(9) fn the proceedings before the Board, the 
informant or the operating agency shall be entitled 
to be represented by such officer or officers as it may 
depute. Tlic other persons concerned may either be 
heard by themselves or be represented by a legal 
practitioner, specially authorised bv them to act on 
their behalf. 

CHAPTER TV 

INQUIRY UNDER SECTION 16 

21 . Upon a reference whli respect to an industrial 
company under section 15 or upcm information 
received'with respect to such companv, v^r upon its 
own knowledge as to the financial condition of the 
comprmy, the Board may—

Provided that reasonable opportunity 
for making submissions shall be given by 
the Board to the informant, and to the 
concerned industrial company, if it is not 
the informant, before deciding: whether vhe 
said company has become a sick industrial 
company or not. 

22. Where the Board, after considerjinr the report 
submitted by the operating agency and report thereon, 
if any, of the Secretary submitted in pursuance of an 
order made by the Board or the Chairman or in 
accordance with the rules made under the Act, is of 
the opinion that the report of the operating agency 
is ]]ot complete with respect to any of the matters 
referred to it for inquiry by the Board, the Board 
may direct the operating agency to make such further 
inquhy, as it may deem necessary and submit a 
further report to the Board. 

23. The operating agency shall complete its inquiry, 
as expeditiously as possible, and make endeavour so 
to do, within sixty days of the commencement of the 
inquiry. 

'24, Where the Board after completion of its inquiry 
or after considering the report, or as the case may 
be, the funher report of the- operating agency, is 
satisfied that no case exists for coming to the conclu- 
sion that the industrial company has become a sick 
industrial company, shall drop further proceedings 
in the reference. 

25. Where the Board after completing its enquiry, 
or after considering the report or as the case may be, 
the further report of the operating agency is satisfied 
that the indastrial company has become a sick indus¬ 
trial company, it shall hold further proceedings in 
accordance with the procedure prescribed in these 
regulations. 

CHAPTER V 

PROCEEDINGS UNDER SECTION 17 

26. The Board shall after giving to the informant 
and to the sick industrial company, if it is not tht^ 
informant, a reasonable opportunity of making their 
submissions, pass such order as deemed fit under 
sub-sections fl), (2), (3) or (4) of section, 17. 

PROCEDURE FOR PREPARATION AND SANC¬ 
TION OF SCHEME UNDER SECTION 18 

27. On receipt of an order of the Board in terms 
of sub-section (3) of section' 17 of the Act, in relation 
to a sick industrial company, the specified operating 
agency shall prepare a scheme, having regard to the 
guidelines specified in the said order, within the time 
prescribed under sub-scction ( 1 ) and in terms of sub- 
secrions G) and (2) of section 18 : 

Provided that th (3 Board may at the request of 
the concerned operating agency and on 
sufficient cause being shown, suitably extend 
the time for submission of the scheme,

The suggestions and objec¬ 
tions, if any, shall be furnished to the Board 
within such time, as may be specified by 
the Board : 

Provided that the Board may, at the request ol' 
the concerned party and on suilicicnt cause 
being shown, suitably extend lime for “^nb" 
mission of suggestions and objections. 

29. The Board shall publish or cause lo be 
published short particulars concerning the Draft 
Scheme, by way of notification, in such daily news¬ 
papers and periodicals, as it may consider necessary, 
inviting suggestions and objections regarding Ihc Draft 
Scheme, within such time, as may be mentioned in 
the notification, from the shareholders, creditors and 
employees of the sick industrial company, the trans¬ 
feree industrial company as well as any other indus¬ 
trial company concerned in the amalgamation. 

30. The Board shall consider the suggestions and 
objections received from the sick industrial company, 
tltc operating agency or, as the case may be, from the 
transferee industrial company and any other industrial 
company concerned in amalgamation and from any 
shareholder, creditor, or employee, of such industrial 
companies. 

31. Where the Draft Scheme envisages amalga¬ 
mation of the sick industrial company with another 
industrial company, the Board shall not proceed with 
the scheme, unless the Board of Directors of the 
transferee industrial company shall have placed the 
Draft Scheme before the transferee industrial com¬ 
pany, in the General Meeting of its shareholders 
and the sharclioldcrs shall have approved tlic Draft 
Scheme, with or without modification, by a special 
resolution. 

32. The Board may, thereafter ,by order in writing 
sanction the scheme, with or without any modifica¬ 
tion, in terms of sub-section (4) of section 18. 

33. For modification of the sanctioned scheme or 
preparation of a fresh scheme in pursuance of the 
order of the Board under sub-scction f5) of section 
18, the procedure prescribed in regulations 28, 29, 
30, 31 and 32 of these regulations slioll, as far as 
may be, be followed, as it applies to a scheme prepared 
under regulation 28, 


CHAPTER VU 

PROCEDURE FOR SANCTIONING SCHEMES 
UNDER SECTION 19 

34. A scheme under sub-section (Ij of section 19, 
which provides for financial assistance to the sick 
industrial company by way of loans, advances, guaran¬ 
tees, reliefs, concessions or sacrilicies from the Central 
Government, a Slate Government, any scheduled or 
other Bank, a public financial institution or State 
level institution, or any institution or other authority 
shall be sanctioned by the Board, with die consent 
of the Government, bank, institutions or other autho¬ 
rities called upon to provide loans, advances, guaran¬ 
tees, reliefs, concessions or sacrifices. 

(^2) The Board shall cause the scheme to be 
circulated to every person required by the sxhemc, 
lo provide financial assistance by way of loans, ad¬ 
vances, guarantees, reliefs, concessions or sacrifices 
for giving his consent, latest, within a period of sixty 
days from the date of such circakuion. 

(3) Upon receipt of consent from every person 
i.i terms of suh-reguiation (2), the Board may, as 
soon as may be, sanction the scheme, which shall be 
binding on all concerned on and from the date of 
such sanction. 

35. Where consent under sub-scction (2) of section 
19 is not given by any person reiiuired by the scheme 
lo provide loans, advances, guarantees, reliefs, con¬ 
cessions or sacrifices, with respect to the sick indus- 
dial company, the Board may adopt such other 
measures, including winding up of the industrial 
company, as it may deem fit.

CHAPTER IX 

RESTRICTION ON DISCLOSURE 
OF INFORMATION 

37. No Member, officer or employee of the Board 
shall disclose any information obtained, or received 
by hint or otherwise in his possession, being an in¬ 
formation relating lo the affairs of the Baord or 
relating lo an industrial company or industrial under¬ 
taking concerned in any proceedings before, the 
Board, except to persons legally entitled thereto. 

INSPECTION AND COPIES OF DOCUMENTS 
ETC. 

38. (1) A party to any proceeding before the 
Board may, subject to regulation 37 of these regu¬ 
lations, on an application made by him in that behalf 
addressed to the Secretary, be allowed, during office 
hours, to inspect or get copies of records, including 
documents in the proceedings, on payment of the 
fees and charges, as prescribed by these regulations. 

(2) The Secretary may,, subieci to the provisions 

reculaiion 37, on the application of a person, who 
is not a party to the proceedings, on good cause 
shown, allow such inspection or to obtain such copies, 
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as are mentioned in the last preceding sub-regulation, 
on payment of the fees)charges, as prescribed by 
these regulations. 

(3) An inspection shall be allowed only in die 
presence of an officer of the Board and copies of 
documents etc., shall not dc allowed to be taken, but 
notes of inspection may be taken. 

(4) Copying charges shall be worked out at tiic 
rate of Rs, 5 tor a toiio or part thereof, of material 
not involving typing of statements and figures and 
at the rate of Ks. 10 per foiio or part thereof, in¬ 
volving typing of statements or figures. Fees for ins¬ 
pection shall be worked out at the rate of Rs. 20 
per hour of inspection. 

(5) Every duly authorised officer of the Central 
Government, a State Government or a person duly 
authorised by a public financial institution, State level 
institution, the Reserve Bank or, as the case may be, 
a scheduled bank shall be entitled, on authorisation 
by the Secretary, at all reasonable times, to inspect 
the file of the proceedings before the Board and to 
take copies or extracts from any document tlierein 
and to be furnished such copies or extracts. 

INVESTIGATIONS ETC. BY OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD 

39. The Board may, at any time, direct the Secre¬ 
tary, or any one or more of its officers to study, 
investigate, and report or furnish information with 
respect to any matters under consideration by the 
Board in relation to their functions under the Act. 
Tile Board may, for this purpose give such other 
directions, as it may deem lit, and specify lime within 
which the report is to be submitted or information 
furnished. If any such report or information appears 
to the Board to be insufficient or inadequate, the 


Board may give directions for giving a further report 
or information : 

P'rovided that, if the report or information so 
obtained or any part thereof is brought on record of 
any inquiry and is proposed to be relied upon by 
the Board, for forming its opinion or view, the party 
or parties to the enquiry, shall be given a reasonable 
opportunity for making his or their submissions with 
respect thereto. 

ASSISTANCE TO THE BOARD 

40. The Board may, at any time, take the assis¬ 
tance of public financial institutions, banks, or other 
institutions, consultants, experts, chartered acepun- 
tants, a surveyors and such other technical and pro¬ 
fessional persons, as it may consider necessary and 
ask them to submit report or reports or furnish any 
information : 

Provided that, if the report ov information so 
obtained or any part thereof is brought on reeprd of 
any inquiry and is proposed to be relied upon by the 
Board for forming its opinion or view, the party or 
parties to the inquiry shall be given a reasonable 
opportunity of making his or their submissions with 
respect thereto. 

41. Nothing in these regulations shall bar the 
Board from adopting, in conformity with the pro¬ 
visions of the Act, a procedure, which is at variance 
with any of the provisions of these regulations, if 
the Board, in view of the special circumstances of a 
case or a class of cases an dfbr reasons to be re¬ 
corded in writing, deems it necessary or‘expedient 
for dealing with such a case or class of cases.
